Objection By Draftsman 

Applicants are hereby notified that the required timing for correction of drawings has 
changed.

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 : 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to an algorithm for determining neuronal structure, classified 
in class 702, subclass 19. 

II. Claims 18-42, drawn to a method for determining the effect of a substance on a 
neuron, classified in class 702, subclass 19. 

The inventions are distinct, each fi*om the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (M.P.EP. § 806,04, M.P.E.P. § 808.01). In the instant case the 
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different inventions of Groups I and n have different operations and different functions. 
Invention I (determination of neuronal structure) results in an image and geometrical features of 
the neuronal structures. Invention 11 (determination of an effect of a substance on a neuron) 
indicates that a neuron is subjected to a substance and determines the effect of the substance on 
the neuron. Further, Invention I does not indicate that a neuron is subjected to a substance, nor 
determines its effect. It is acknowledged methods are classified in the same class and subclass, 
however classification does not exclude such processes from restriction since it shown that each 
invention contains divergent subject matter, and are distinctiy different processes. Thus, the two 
Groups I and n are independent and/or distinct invention types for restriction purposes. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter and different field 
of search, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
